Field  surveys  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  at 
Sacramento,  Calif*;  Manhattan,  Kans.;  Lafayette,  Ind.;  and  Beltsville,  Fd.,  and 
by  State  agricultural  agencies  of  Nebraska',  Oklahoma, ' loYra,  L'issourii  - Illinois, 
Ohio,  Nevr  York,  and  Pennsylvania  indicate  that  hessian  fly  infestations  are  low 
throughout  the  Yvinter  ‘"’lieat  Belt  with  excentions  of  moderate  to  hean/y  infesta- 
tions in  southern  Nebraska  and  in  north-central  and  northeastern  Kansas.  In  the 
spring  Wheat  Belt,  infestations  of  the  hessian  fly  were  recorded  with  a* moderate 
amount  of  damage  occurring  from  Fadison,  -^^is.,  and  the  southn^^estern  part  of  North 
Dakota.  Wnile  not  included  in  the  regular  survey  Drogra.m,  severe  damnve  ams  re- 
ported at  Hettinger  in  A.dams  County,  in  Golden  Valley  County,  and  at  Dickinson  in 
Stark  County,  N,  Dak.,  by  the  Deoartment  of  Entomolog^^,  North  Dakota  Agricultural 
College. 


In  general,  howevei’,  the  surveys  sho'"  that  there  are  spotted  menacing  popu- 
lations of  hessian  flies  in  local  fields  throughout  the  winter  Wneat  B-elt.'  ' 'Ob- 
servance of  the  safe-seeding  dates  is  recommended  generally  Y.mth  possible  modi- 
fications of  controls  to  be  determined  by  local  or  State  authorities*- 


The  data  summarized  in  the  folloaring  table,  and  the  accompanying  m.ap, 
indica.te  mpre  fully  the  regions  covered  by  the  survey  and  the  general  trend  of 
fly  infestations.  A field  sample  in  the  survey  usually  consisted  of  50  vrheat 
stems.
